Traveler in Israel 


T SEEMS TOME that going to Israel for the first time is like 
1 falling in love for the first time. No matter how many 
times you do it, the first time is always special. 

My “first time” began the day after Yom Kippur, and end- 
ed a very short six days later. Many times during the trip, I 
found myself thinking “wait until I tell them about that next 
Friday night!” And yet, I'm finding it very difficult to write 
about it. 

There is so much that is good there, so much to be proud 
of. But there are also things that are troubling to those of us 
who care very deeply about the safety of Israel, and about 
the quality of life of her people. 

What follows is not a thoughtful, detailed analysis, but a 
series of impressions. For the former, I'd suggest you read 
the articles by Jacobo Timmerman which appeared recently 
in the New Yorker in October, and also in the New York 
Times Magazine on November 7. 

It was clear from the start that this was to be a working 
tour, not a fun-filled excursion. After 19 hours on the plane 
and an emotion filled trip by bus from Tel Aviv to Jeru- 
salem, we arrived with merely half an hour to relax before 
we had our first seminar! And it was like that all the way. 
We made the circle from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem to Kiryat 
Shimona to Haifa to Tel Aviv in six days, with lots of his- 
tory and politics and religion and archaeology thrown in at 
every stop. 

Most of the group had been to Israel many times before; 
several had family members there. So we were certain to 
meet with people who really knew what was going on, and 
people with widely differing opinions about what it all 
meant. We spent time with cabinet officials, university 
chancellors and professors, specialists in intelligence and in 
the Holocaust, grass roots community leaders and Ameri- 


cans who had made Aliya.

Update on Ethiopian Jews 


No Ethiopian Jews have been rescued from the refugee 
camps in the Sudan since April. The death rate among chil- 
dren in the camps is approximately one per week. The chil- 
dren die mainly from malnutrition and usually preventable 
diseases. The death rate among adults is a little lower. A 
more complete article will appear soon in the Forward.

Oui met people who referred to Prime Minister Begin as 


elech Ha Olam (King of the World) and people who pray- 
ed daily that he would resign. Sometimes both of those wer2 
in the same family! 

It was a moving experience to pray at the Western Wall on 
Shabbat—and with a Sha’ar Zahav prayerbook yet. But far 
more stirring to me was a visit to a training program for the 
mentally retarded, with as skilled and as sensitive staff as 
I've seen anywhere. With all the problems Israel has, they 
have not even forgotten these! Somehow they've found a 
way to let the handicapped become a productive part of the 
society. 

I had dinner with a family of Moroccan Jews, who a 
generation ago were living in abject poverty in the Atlas 
Mountains. Now the wife is an elementary school teacher, 
and the husband a community planner. Their children are 
growing up bright and healthy. They are also a lot happier 
now that the Katushas no longer fall on Kiryat Shimona. 
Any Israeli government that gives back that part of the Go- 
lan from which the shells came should have its collective 
head examined. 

Is Israel a completely open society? I guess you can’t real- 
ly say that, since there is some censorship of the press when 
military matters are at issue; and a controversial play can be 
closed if it offends some higher-up. But when I was there, 
the Newsweek issue that covered the Beirut massacre was 
for sale everywhere and the Jerusalem Post had a front page 
editorial calling for the resignation of the government. In 
addition, we had no trouble whatsoever meeting with Pales- 
tinian Arabs who opposed Begin and supported the P.L.O. 

On the other hand, when security is at stake, they don’t 
mess around. I was in the country less than five minutes be- 
fore I was detained by security. When the plane landed, I 
had walked out on the ramp with my trusty Brownie movie 
camera and took a shot of the entire airport, including a few 
soldiers who were standing around. As soon as I walked off 
the ramp, a pleasant but firm civilian security guard asked 
me to stand aside from our group. Three of them surround- 
ed me and began asking questions about the reason for my 
visit and where | was from. I managed to convince them | 
was okay, though I did notice that not a single person who 
was dressed like a Chasid was checked. 

The Chasidim, incidentally, are a feisty group. It was fun 
watching the test of wills between the cabin attendants and 
the Chasidim as we approached Orly airport in Paris. The 
attendants wanted them to sit down and the Chasidim were 
determined to finish davening the morning service, Paris or 
no Paris. 

There is opposition to the war in Beirut on the part of 
many Israelis, and pain and sadness about the deaths in the 
refugee camps. But almost everyone agreed that the P.L.O. 
had to be pushed out of the border areas, where they were 
systematically shelling Israeli towns and villages. And 
everyone felt the world response to the Beirut massacre was 
the grossest hypocrisy. They felt the same about the Pope’s 
audience with Arafat. 

It’s been said that there is a seige mentality in Israel, that 
they feel themselves to be friendless and isolated in the 
world. It is easy to understand why. —Mike Rankin

The Women’s Havurah plans to examine the status of 
women’s involvement in congregational life and create 
avenues for strengthening that involvement. The newly- 
formed Women’s Chorus is scheduled to make its debut at 
the Hanukah Party on December 17. 

A “Push-a-Key” campaign has been established by the Fi- 
nance Committee to raise funds for the purchase of a type- 
writer for the office. A contribution of $10 will purchase a 
single key. 

Items which received Va’ad action included: 

e The unanimous approval of a motion to reactivate the 
Building Search Committee to investigate alternatives to the 
Bush Street site while negotiations continue on that loca- 
tion. 

¢ The acceptance of a proposal to create a standing vol- 
unteer corps to provide assistance to the committees. 

¢ Agreement to provide a preliminary report at the No- 
vember Congregational meeting of the UAHC’s suggested 
procedures for the creation of a rabbinic search committee.
